Washington, March 21— Adminis­ 
tration leaders in Congress began a 
eoncerted drive today to force 
an 
adjournment before the convention in 
June. 
Spurred by 
President 
Coolidge, 
who opiioses permitting congress to 
become a political forum during the 
coming campaign, leaders in 
both 
bouses are working out a program 
which will avoid the necessity of a 
summer session. 
As the opining wedge in the early 
adjournment 
movement, 
Majority 
Leader Longworth in the house an­ 
nounced that if legislation was 
de­ 
layed enough to prevent an adjourn­ 
ment in early June he would insist 
that the house continue in 
session 
during the conventions. 
" I ’m opposed to this months 
re­ 
cess idea,’’ sad Longworth. “ That 
just means members will come back 
in July to play politics.’’ 
President Coolidge will have the 
house steering committee at dinner at 
the White House tonight to confer 
on early adjournment plans. He was 
told leaders were confident the house 
could complete all necessary legisla­ 
tion by the lirst week in June. 
The house steering ^committee has 
prepared a carefuly worked out pro­ 
gram to insure early completion of 
its work. First will be taken up the 
so-called “ controversial bills” — the 
army and independent offices appli­ 
cation bills— which will be sent on to 
the senate as soon as possible. There­ 
after immigration, the remaining ap­ 
plication bills, farm relief and inci­ 
dental legislation. 
The $10,000,000 
German relief measure will come up 
under a special rule next Mondav.

Skyscraper Towers 558 
Feet Above 
Pavement and Immense Golden

Chicago, March 21—Chicago tem­ 
ple of the First Methodist Episcop­ 
al -Church, the tallest church cdiiKe 
in the world, will be dedicated some 
time before Faster. 
The temple was erected at a cost 
of more tluji $3,000,000 and is ac­ 
claimed a masterpiece in Gothic a r­ 
chitecture. 
Situated in the ‘‘loop,” Chicago’s 
densest 
business district, the sky ­ 
scraper temple towers 550 feet a- 
hovi* 
the pavement. 
An 
immense 
golden .cross at /the apex is visible 
for miles around. 
From the street the cross appears 
a few inches in dimensions.

ity it is 12 feet high and 0 feet wide.
